Palitz’s Con fession in the Hen n ess v 
Case Believed Not to Be Very 
Importan t. 


His Case Not Severed From That of the 
Other Con spirators on 
Trial. 


New Orleans, March 5.—On the streets 
and in the clubs of the city the chief topic 
discussed last night and to-day was Politz’» 
conies-ion in the Hennesoy ease. 
As Po­ 
lity's statement was made in chambers, it is 
not given to the pub ic. 
The statement 
seems to have been conflicting, judging 
from the scraps ot in'ormation gathered 
J rom those present. 
W hile Politz stated 
he was innocent, he also said that he was 
present at the meeting before the killing, 
and divided no the money between those 
who were to do the shooting, though he 
failed to say who the conspirators were. 
The fact th t the state did not ask for sev­ 
erance in Politz's case, but kent him on 
trial, is regarded as an indication that hi 
statement was either not credited, or that it 
was not important. 
On the other hand Interpreter Frank 
Mar.'rez admitted that lie was never so 
shocked in his liic as lie was by Politz's 
statement. 
This fact lead to the conclusion 
that other prominent Italians besides those 
on trial were implicated in the murder in- 
some way. 
The evident belief among the state’s at­ 
torneys is that Politz had not told the 
whole story that he knows about the con­ 
spiracy; tiiat lie attended the meeting and 
that he received a portion of the $4,000 al­ 
leged to be paid to those who did the shoot­ 
ing to-day Politz was identified as one 
ot the men who brontht some guns in 
sacks to an Italian grocery on Poydras 
street two davs heiote the shooting, 
lie 
was also identified as being present at the 
shooting. 
The clothes which were found 
in his room were identified os those he 
wore the night of the killing. 
Politz is the 
man who made a partial confession yester­ 
day. 
Bagnetto and Seaffcdi were again 
identified as having been present at the 
shooting.

Christian liiorre lndlct« a on the Charge 
of Murder.

Christian Pierre came to this country 
from Switzerland last J une, bringing with 
hint a Mrs. Lieehti, a widow with three 
children, the youngest being a little girl ot 
four years named Emma, who was Mrs. 
Liechti’s child by tier second husband. 
They were married in St. Paul as soon as 
they arrived from the old country. 
In 
August last the 
newly married couple 
moved to Morrison county and sett c*d on a 
larm eight miles west ol Little Falls. 
From the first Pierre conceived a violent 
hatred of the youngest child. anJ cruelly 
beat and punished her, even J orciiig her to 
sleep out o! doors, and being verv scantily 
clothec. On Sept. 8 Pierre left the hou-e, 
carrying the little giri under his arm. Ten 
days aiterward the body of the eirl was 
found in Two Rivers lake, 
'i he talk of th - 
neighbors led the officers to suspect Pierre 
of the murder, and he was arrested. At the 
inquest the testimony ot his wile and the 
other two children was such that Pierre 
was put in jail to await the action of the 
grand jury. 
Som etim e arter Pierre had been put in 
jail he attempted suicide, 
lie had got a 
small penknife Irom some one and at­ 
tempted to cut his throat, but the wound 
was sewed up and did not prove latal. 
The evidence against the man is very 
strong, but entirely circumstantial. 
The feeling in Little Falls is very bitter 
against the man. 
His trial will take place 
in a lew days.

Through efforts of Senator Uusey there is 
a settlement with the Bert hold Indians and 
the Devils Lake Indians, the former get­ 
ting $80.000 lor the first year’s amount due 
them and the latter receiving $« 0.000 lor 
land which they last through erroneous 
surveys.

A S ty Ie In H air Dressing. 
A fashionable way of dressing the { 
hair is to bring it up from the neck 
to tile top of the head, keeping it quite 
to the back. Then dress it in a thick j 
coil like a bird’s nest. The extreme j 
ends of the hair are then drawn through 
the coil, frizzed, and combed out, form­ 
ing a sort of tuft, and a dagger or 
jewel-beaded pin is thrust in by way of j 
finish. This method of dressing the 
'lair resembles that seen in engravings 
af ancient Greek statues. Another 
mode is that of turning the forehead 
oaks back, leaving them loose to form 
i roll at the edge of the brow. The 
rest of the hair is combed to the top 
oi the head, coiled once, then the ends 
are divided into several strands made 
into softly lapping coils, which round 
ike tiny rings beneath the edge of the 
single coil; each ring is caught to the! 
large coil with a small jeweled hair- j 
pin. 
When the head is well shaped 
and the features fairly r**gular this 
fashion of dressing the hair is very 
pretty. 
It. lits a neat appearance, 
^uite distinct from the familiar fuzzy 
head of fashion. This smoother style 
has novelty to commend it, and when

Take one-half yard of dark-colored 
felt—seal brown or dark green is pret­ 
ty—make flowers on each end as fol­ 
lows: Cut strips of card-board-old j 
match-boxes are the best—the shape 
that you want the stem.

Tom akethe leaves j 
and pet als of tlie flowers, use the I 
zephyr the same as for the stems, j 
only cut the board wider and always a 
square at each end. To make the round j 
centro of the flowers, cut the board j 
square, and wrap the same as above, I 
mixing in a little tinsel.

After 
worrying for a while I paid out $20 for 
a series of lessons in a system of mem­ 
ory’ training that was all the ragethen. 
I acquired the system all right and 
found it consisted of a series of tables 
of “associations” whereby long lists of 
figures could be learned almost at a 
glance. 
I learned these tables all right 
and practiced them daily on the train 
car numbers. When, however, my 
promotion arrived I soon dropped the 
system, and for years I have forgotten 
every’ table and principle. But, as my 
old conductor said, it “cam enatural.” 
I can ascertain in a few minutes the 
number of every car I take out and 
leave along the road, 'and I cannot 
call to mind an instance in which I 
have blundered. The faculty is a re­ 
markable one, but all competent con­ 
ductors are blessed with it.—From the 
New York World.

Shakespeare In Germany. 
Tlie Neue Theater Almanaeh for 
1891 contains tables showing the fre­ 
quency of the performance of certain 
classes of plays in German theaters 
during the last nine years. 
From 
these it appears that, altogether, 
Shakespearian plays were performed 
822 times in the year 1889, 751 times 
in 1888, 717 times in 1887, and 679 
times in 1886. 
In 1881 they were 
performed 795 times, which is attri­ 
buted to the influence of the Meintngen 
plays. 
Of late years especially the 
m ost popular play seems to have been 
“Othello,” which during the nine years, 
1881-9, was performed 837 times;

True Moore in Jail Charged With 
Setting on Fire I. U. White’s 
Gun Store. 
Early Monday morning L U. White’s 
gun store was discovered to be on tire, 
and under such circumstances as to 
leave but little doubt that it was the 
work of an incendiary, and that True 
Moore, of Gull River, a once prominent 
citizen, is the guilty person. 
The 
alarm was given and the fire depart­ 
ment responded promptly, and ex­ 
tinguished the flames in time to save 
the main building, only the shop in 
the rear being badly damaged. * The 
loss will be about $350, fully insured. 
The facts concerning Moore's con­ 
nection with the fire, as gleaned at 
the preliminary examination yester­ 
day, are about aa follows: It seems 
that Officer Liugnau was standing, at 
3 a. m at the rear of Kelehau's sa­ 
loon, when he saw Moore run from 
the back of White's store to the rear 
of Gardner’s saloon, and enter the 
back door. 
Moore on entering went 
to the side window towards White's 
store and pulled down the curtain 
Having left the door slightly ajar, the 
bartender went *o abut it, when he 
discovered that White's store was in 
flames. Moore tried to keep the bar­ 
tender from going to the door, offer­ 
ing to dose it himself. The bartender 
immediately gave the alarm, when 
Officer Langnau entered the saloon 
and told toe bartender to detain 
Moore, then went and gave the alarm 
at the hose house, aud returned and 
got Moore and locked him up. Other 
evidence was given on the part of the 
rosecution, which strongly indicate 
loo re’s guilt. 
Moore declined to 
make any defense so he was bound 
over to the grand jury in the sum of 
$1000.

Poor House. 


The annual report of the Poor House 
of this county for the year ending 
Dec. 31st, 1890, has been forwarded 
to the State Board of Corrections and 
Charities by Overseer J. A. Bixby, 
and is as follows: 
The list of permanent improvements 
are: Five acres of breaking done on 
farm; sixty rods of fence built; one 
shed built for farm machinery b u ild ­ 
ing titted up for grain, and two acres 
of bush land ready for plow. 
The salary of Overseer is £50 j>er 
month ami furnished, and the salary 
includes the services of my wife and 
one daughter. 
The number of my family boarded 
at county expense is four. 
Do not furnish kitchen or farm help 
or furnish teams or farm machinery 
myself. 
The net expense for all extra em­ 
ployes for year is £180. 
Ail buildings on the farm are con­ 
structed of wood. 
Thirty inmates can be accommo­ 
dated without crowding. 
Number in |x>or house January 1st, 
1890, 4 male, 4 females. 
Number received during year, ll 
males, 2 females. 
Total population during year, 18. 
Number discharged during year,9 
males, 2 females. 
Number ran away during year, 
one male. 
Number died during year, 2 males,

was hurt, but some half dozen buildings in 
the vicinity were badly shattered. 
The 
shock was plainly felt in this city, thirty 
miles distant 
It is* not known what caused 
the explosion. The explosion was felt a t 
Renssalaer, where it was thought to be an 
earthquake. 
A snow slide swept over Bullion King 
mine, at Irwin, carrying the boarding 
house and Supt. Rippell’s dwelling down. 
Mr. Rippell, Mrs. Ed. Clarke and child, at 
the boarding house, B. F. Smiley, the en­ 
gineer, are still buried in the slid e, but w ith 
little hope of their recovery alive.

houses. 
The cigarmakera* union of Chicago has 
decided to demand an advance of $1 j>er 
1,000 in the price of m aking cigars after 
May 1. 
A s trik e is probable. 
Six hundred idle men and boys will be 
given employment by the resumption of 
work at the Reading company's Ala-ka col­ 
liery at Ashland, Pa., which suspended sev­ 
eral weeks ago. 
Strikers accosted some non-union work­ 
men at the wire works at Braddock, Pa. 
The latter replied with a pistol volley. Two 
strikers were wounded—John Hobday and 
John Trainer, the former fatally. 
The boss pla-terers o f Chicago have de­ 
clined to accede to the dem and of the 
union for an advance in the wages from $3.50 
to $4 jier day after April 1, and the men de­ 
clare that they will -trike on that date un­ 
less the demand is granted. 
A man named Holliday was beaten in­ 
sensible by striking coke workers at Seott- 
dale, Pa. The strike is virtually broken at 
Fair Chance, where several hundred men 
are at work, though the main body of 15, 
000 strikers are still firm.

The big fire at Minneapolis was the most 
serious in the way of property loss ever 
known in Minneapolis. In this respect it 
ranks alongside the Syndicate block fire of 
seven years ago, the saw mill fire of three 
years ago, and the later and fatal fires at 
the Tribune buildingand the Security ware­ 
house. The fact that the building where 
the greatest damage was done was generally 
considered to be about as absolutely fire­ 
proof as they can make high buildings was 
what caused greatest surprise. Then the 
recent removal by tho city council of Chief 
Stetson and the unfortunate laet that his 
successor, Gus Rung, was absent in the East 
getting pointers, gave the situation ad­ 
ditional interest, and gave the thousand? of 
people, property-owners and others, who 
were disposed to do the quiet natural act 
criticizing, plenty of material and encour- 
ment. 
According to the best estimates attainable 
at this time the total loss by the fire will he 
$250,000. 
The final adjustment may cut 
this down to i>erha{>s $225,000 or possibly 
$200,000. The principal damage, or course, 
is to the Lumber Exchange. It is difficult 
to determine about the loss. 
If the wall- 
have to he taken down in the building, 
then the loss on that building alone mav 
reach $200,000. The walls are standing and 
apparently in good shape. 
There is no 
bulging, so far 
can be seen. The roof, 
and rear end of several of the upper floor- 
have fallen in, and viewed from atiove it i- 
a tough-looking wreck. 
A good deal of 
the tile flooring on other floors gave way. 
aud the interior of the building is in a bad 
stale of demoralization.

“A few years ago I was stepping in 
the cj^y of Allahabad, near the cen­ 
ter of India, on the Indian Peninsula 
railway, giving performances in the 
Railway theater,” says a traveler. 
“Every day a party of native jugglers 
were in the habit of visiting our hotel 
and exhibiting their skill on the plaza 
in front of the building. 
“One day I was particularly at­ 
tracted by an old Hindoo, his son and 
daughter, who squatted down on the 
groun 1 and waited for the crowd of 
sight-seers to gather round. They did 
not have long to wait. When enough 
spectators had come to make the per­ 
formance profitable the old fellow 
drew from the bag that all Indian jug­ 
glers use to convey their ‘properties’ 
in a small earthenware jar, filled with 
muddy water. He first sprinkled a 
few drops of water on the ground and 
then placed the jar upon three small 
stones, which he also took from the 
hag. 
He then produced a small china 
duck and gave it to me for inspection. 
I found nothing noticeable about it. 
He asked me to put it in the water. 
I did so and it immediately sunk to 
the bottom. He next drew from the 
hag a small tomtom, a little musical 
instrument that emits a drumming 
wound when the handle is turned, and 
began waving it around the jar. 
“Instantly the duck rose to the sur­ 
face. He told me to touch it. I tried 
to do so, when the bird again disap­ 
peared, to reapf>ear again and again 
at the juggler’s will. I must confess 
that I was mystified. There was ap­ 
parently no cause for the strange ac­ 
tions of the little bird. It was only 
after tl e third or fourth visit of the 
conjuror that I discovered the secret 
of the trick.” 
“It was a particularly bright, sunny 
day and I had chosen a place among 
the spectators slightly nearer than the 
others were allowed. I was behind 
the scenes, as it were. While attentive­ 
ly watching the trick I noticed in the 
sunshine the sparkle of a long hair 
that extended from the tomtom to 
the bottom of the jar.” 
“The moment I saw this I divined 
the juggler’s secret, and I afterwards 
found that my theory was correct. 
The jar already contained a china 
duck, precisely similar to the one I had 
examined, save that it was buoyant. 
Attached to thebreast of this duck was 
the hair. This hair came through a 
tiny hole in the bottom of the jar. 
'Hie water was sprinkled on the ground 
to conceal any leakage. When the jar 
was placed upon the ground the hair 
was lastened so that the duck could 
not rise to the surface.”

l’alitz's Confession 
in the Hemiessy 
Case Believed Not to Be Very 
Important. 


His Case Not Severed From That of the 
Other Conspirators on 
Trial. 


N ew Orleans, March 5.—On the streets 
and in the clubs o f the city thechiet topic 
discussed last night and to-day was Poiitz’s 
confession in the Hennescy ease. 
As Po- 
litz s statement was made in chambers, it is 
not given to the public. 
The statement 
•seems to have been conflicting, fudging 
from the scraps ot information gathered 
Irom those present. 
W hile Politz stated 
he was innocent, he also said that be was 
present at the meeting before the killing, 
and divided up the money between those 
who were to do the shooting, though he 
failed to say who the conspirators were. 
The fact th t the state did not ask for sev­ 
erance in Politz’s case, but kent him on 
trial, is regarded as an indication that hi 
statement was either not credited, or that It 
was not important. 
On the other hand Interpreter Frank 
Marircz admitted that lie was never so 
shocked in his liio as he was by Politz’s 
statement. 
This fact lead to the conclusion 
that other prominent Italians besides those 
on trial were implicated in the murder in- 
some way. 
The evident belief among the state’s at­ 
torneys is that Politz had not told the 
w hole story that he knows about the con­ 
spiracy; that he attended the meeting and 
that he received a portion of the $4,000 al­ 
leged to be paid to those who did the shoot­ 
ing to-day Politz was identified as one 
ot the men who brought some guns 111 
sacks to

street two days beiote the shooting, 
lie 
was also identified as being present at the 
shooting. 
The clothes which were found 
in his room were identified as those he 
wore the night of the killing. 
Politz i- the

identified as having been present at the 
shooting.

lound in Two Rivers lake. 
The talk of the 
neighbors led the officers to suspect Bierre 
of the murder, arid he was arrested. At the 
inquest the testimony ot his wile and the 
other two children was such that Bierre 
was put in jail to await the action of the 
grand jury. 
Some time arter Bierre had been put in 
jail he attempted suicide. 
He had got a 
small penknife iroin some one and at­ 
tempted to cut his throat, but the wound 
was sewed up and did not prove latai. 
The evidence aga;nst the man is very 
strong, but entirely circumstantial. 
The feeling in Little Falls is very bitter 
against the man. 
His trial will take place 
in a lew days.

W ashington, March 5.—Transito Ilur- 
tarte, widow o f Gen. J. Martin Barrundia, 
in her own name and as the representative 
of her six minor daughters, and Ramon 
Bengoechea as tiie representative of his 
wife, Teresa Barrundia de

have filed with tHe secretary o f state a 
claim against the United States for $1,000,- 
0(»0 for having surrendered Gen. Barrundia 
to the Guatemalan authorities, at whose 
hands he lost his life. 
The claim, the petitioners say, is based 
on the explicit and precise declarations of 
the president of the United States in his 
last annual message to congress that Min­ 
ister Mizncr, in i-stiing the order for the 
surrender of Barrundia exceeded the bounds 
of his authority and acted in violation of 
the precedents established in similar cases, 
lor which reason the United States govern­ 
ment disavowed his act and recalled him 
rora his post. 
There is a defect in this claim, which, in 
the opinion o: the state department officials, 
will prove fatal to it, ami that is the fact 
t Hat it is made by citizens of a foreign coun­ 
try without the knowledge and consent of 
that country. 
It is said at the department 
that it is a well established principle in this 
country, as well as in nearly all others, 
that claims of the citizens o. oue country 
against another are recognized only when 
presented in the name of the country of 
which the claimant is a citizen.

pose*, without compelling the stale to pay 
$2.50 per acre for them, as provided in the 
bill as it came from the home. 
This will 
save to the Dakota** about $100,000. 
The ceded lands may be opened to settle 
ment under the homestead laws and settlers 
will by senate amendments be compelled 
to live upon them but fourteen months in­ 
stead of five years, as first provided. 
This Indian bill prac tically clears up the 
Indian legislation lor the Northwest. 
For 
the Dakotas it is a great achievement. 
Through efforts of Senator Casey there is 
a settlement with the Berthold Indians and 
the Devils Lake Indians, the former get­ 
ting $80,000 lor the first year’s amount due 
them and the latter receiving $80,000 ior 
land which they last through erroneous 
surveys. 
The Sissetons and Sioux are well provided 
for. and there should be 110 more starving 
Indians in the Dakotas.

In the report of the Blue Book of 
Hone Kong for 1889 the intim ate re­ 
lations th a t m ust subsist between 
th a t colony and China are insisted 


0 1 1. The future prosperity of Hong 
Kong must, it is m aintained, in a 
great measure depend upon the future 
of th a t great empire to which it be­ 
longs geographically, although 
not 
politically. 
The more trade with 
China is opened up, which can only 
be done by an increase in the means 
of her internal communication and by 
a reduction of her inland taxation, 
the more advantageous will it be in 
the interest of this colony. 
The Chinese are naturally averse to 
innovations and tardy in carrying 
out changes of any description, but 
there are some among them as shrewd 
and as intelligent as can be found in 
any other nation, and when these per­ 
ceive th a t the extension of the rail­ 
road system and the introduction of 
modern improvements have done for 
the neighboring empire of Japan, 
where during the last few years the 
foreign trade is said to have doubled, 
they will scarcely l>e able toelose their 
eyes to the expediency of doing w hat 
cannot fail to benefit a country which 
possesses the largest population of 
any country in the world. 
To encourage China in the adoption 
of modern ideas, to assist her, in so 
far as possible, in opening up her vast 
territory, and tcfacilitate intercourse 
between her and other nations should 
surely be the duty of a colony whose 
interests are interwoven with her in­ 
terests, and whose prosperity will be 
retarded in porportion as hers is held 
back by a policy of too conservative 
a nature.—From the London Times.

The to tal number of elk killed in 
Norway last year was 850, of which i 
515 were male and 335 female; and 
of the eleven provinces in which they 
were killed Northern Trondhjem con­ 
tributed 303. Tlie number of rein­ 
deer killed during the same period was 
468, and 143 of them were killed in 
the Province of Romsdale. Most of 
these anim als were killed by English } 
tourists, who pay a tax of 200 crowns 
—about 
£11—for the privilege of 
shooting over the government lands, 
and they are accompanied by native 
shooters, who are paid a t a rate rang­ 
ing from 4s. to 10s. a day. It is esti­ 
m ated th a t an elk is worth about £5 
12s. and a reindeer about £2 4s., so 
th a t the value of the former killed 
last year was about £4,800, while the 
reindeer 
would 
have been worth 
£1.000. The number of elk killed in 
Sweden during the same period was 
1,782, as against 2,097 and 2,178 in 
the two preceding years, and it has 
been remarked for some time th a t the j 
number of elk in Sweden has been 
diminishing, though a fine of 250 
crow ns—nearly £14—is inflicted upon 
any one killing them out of season.-

cording to the needs of the gown and | 
the wearer's figure. Use it for entire 
sleeves, the uppers, lower half, or V s 
inserted in the top. 
It answers for 
all kinds of collars, V’s, bodice pieces 
shaped to the basque point from the 
side seams, two 011 either side meet­ 
ing at the point; bias belts ed;nng the 
basque, cabbage-rosettes, 
yokes of 
many forms, 
bretelles, vests and 
pointed Swiss waists beneath a yoke 
of the dress m aterial; as well as for 
one 
front, with the other one of 
silk or woolen goods lapped over it. 
On the skirt it forms a border eut on 
the bias, or only a cording at the head 
of a border of some other goods, A 
front or side panels are in style; also

The best broom is of a light green 
color; it is tougher than the yellow. 
M ortar and paint may be removed 
from glass with hot sharp vinegar. 
Cream and acids do not curdle, while 
milk and acids will. 
In roasting meat turn with a spoon, 
instead of a fork, as the latter pierces 
the m eat and lets the juice out. 
If sponge-cake is mixed with cold 
water, it is yellow; but if the water be 
boiling hot the cake will be white. 
A teaspoonful of corn-starch mixed 
with a cupful of salt, will remove all 
possibility of dampness in the shaker. 
If cucumber is cut into strips and 
the pieces put in places where ants are 
found, it is said it will drive them 
away. 
Plaster of paris mixed with water 
like paste is good for closing cracks in 
stoves, old coal scuttles, watering 
pots and other things. 
If doughnuts are cut out an hour be- 
forethey are fried to allow' a little time 
for rising, they will be much lighter. 
Try cutting at night and frying in the 
morning. 
Gravy will generally be lumpy if the 
thickening is poured in while the pan 
is over the tire. Set the pan off until 
the thickening is well stirred in, then 
set it 011 the fire and cook thoroughly. 
When making white cakes use one- 
half teaspoon more of cream of tarter 
than soda as this extra quantity of 
cream of tarte r makes the 
whites 
stiffer. 
Scald the bowl in which the butter 
and sugar are to be creamed ior cake; 
the hot dish heats the butter so th a t 
it will blend much easier with the 
sugar.

IN THE TOILS. 


True Moore in Jail Charged With 
Setting on Fire I. U. W hite’s 
Gun Store. 
Early Monday morning I. U. White’s 
gun store was discovered to be on tire, 
and under such circumstances as to 
leave but little doubt that it was the 
work of an incendiary, and that True 
Moore, of Gull River, aouce prominent 
citizen, is the guilty person. 
The 
alarm was given and the fire depart­ 
ment responded promptly, and ex­ 
tinguished the flames in timo to save 
the main building, only the shop in 
the rear being badly damaged. 
The 
loss will be about $350, fully insured. 
The facts concerning Moore’s con­ 
nection with the fire, as gleaned at 
the preliminary examination yester­ 
day, are about as follows: It seems 
that Officer Lingnau was standing, at 
3 a. m ., at the rear of Kelehsu’s sa­ 
loon, when he saw Moore run from 
the back of White’s store to the rear 
of Gardner’s saloon, and enter the 
back door. 
Moore on entering went 
to the side window towards White’s 
store and pulled down the curtain. 
Having left the door slightly ajar, the 
bartender went +o shut it, when he 
discovered that White’s store was in 
flames. 
Moore tried to keep the bar­ 
tender from going to the door, offer­ 
ing to close it himself. The bartender 
immediately gave the alarm, when 
Officer Lingnau entered the saloon 
and told the bartender to detain 
Moore, then went and gave the alarm 
at the hose house, and returned and 
got Moore and locked him up. Other 
evidence was given on the part of the 
S 
rosecution, which strongly indicate 
foore’s guilt. 
Moore declined to 
make any defense so he was bound 
over to the grand jury in the sum of 
$1000. 


Ed. Mahan’s Accident. 
Mr. Ed. Mahan, of the Falls City 
Manufacturing Work, Monday, was 
the victim of an accident which came 
very near proving fatal. 
While en­ 
gaged in putting a conveyor in the 
Little Fails Roller Mill, he had occa­ 
sion to ci awl under a revolving 6haft 
which caught in his duck working 
blouse and wound him up, bringing 
his neck against the shaft, nearly 
choking him to death. 
The mill was 
stopped as soon as possible and W’m. 
Davidson and Frea Denny cut him 
loose from his perilous position. They 
were not a moment too soon to save 
him from strangling to death, as he 
was insensible when released. He was 
immediately taken to his residence 
and Dr. Trace called, who found his 
body terribly 
strained, 
especially 
about his shoulders and breast, and 
his shoulder blades 
lapping each 
other. 
His injuries, though severe, 
are not necessarily fatal, and he is in a 
fair way to recover in the course of a 
few weeks. 
It was truly a marvelous 
escape from a horrible death, for 
which he and his friends are truly 
thankful. 
Mahan also had a narrow 
escape on Saturday last. 
He and J. 
K. Smith were putting a pulley on a 
shaft; Mahan holding a piece of tim­ 
ber against the pulley and Smith 
striking it with a heavy sledge. 
The 
siedge slipped from the handle, struck 
Mahan on top of the head and knock­ 
ed him to the floor senseless. 
He 
soon recovered from the effects of the 
blow, however.—Transcript
